It would be almost impossible for 
binders to pick some of it up, bilt by 
putting longer guards on the combines 
very little is left on the ground. Some 
of the farmers are adding attach¬ 
ments by which they can pick up the 
stooked grain. These new machines 
are a great saving to the,farmers and 
with fair weather conditions will be 
used to a great advantage. Thresh¬ 
ing machines are more plentiful than 
ever this year with several new ma¬ 
chines having gone out and all, the old 
ones overhauled they will soon cover 
a large area if weather conditions re¬ 
main good. The elevators are a bust- 
sight these days from early morning 
until late at night. With the new air 
dumps and more modern handling de¬ 
vice they are able to dump the loads 
in considerably less time and thus the 
long line of teams and trucks have 
not so long a wait as in previous 
years. The many new trucks are tak¬ 
ing a big part in the work of hand¬ 
ling this yeai's crop. It is estimated 
that there is somewhere in the neign- 
borhood of 125 trucks hauling into 
Vulcan ranging from one to two and a 
half tons and carrying a load of 70 to 
148 bushels of wheat and with the 
roads in fair condition the miles are 
covered at a great rate. With the 
advent of the truck in Vulcan in addi¬ 
tion to the teams which are still pour 
ing in we have no doubt that the fig¬ 
ures on the amount of grain handled 
per day will be shattered. Last Sat¬ 
urday which was only a start of the 
operations since the storm one of our 
elevators reports taking in 6,080 bush 
els. At this rate we are afraid the 
elevators will soon be filled and as 
usual our cry will be for more eara.

If such promoters 
lack good taste, they are apt to cut up 
real estate in an undesirable way, or 
erect^flimsy looking dwellings, put up 
unsuMble business buildings or erect 
them in places where they injure the 
looks of the town. They may' sincere¬ 
ly believe their projects help the town 
grow and are commendable. These 
people are apt to show enterprise, and 
if they only had more sense of fitness 
and taste, they would do a lot of good. 
In a town where there is not much 
pride or community spirit, people of 
that type have things about their own 
way. They go ahead with their com 
mercialized projects, and th^- town 
grows helter skelter and may never 
develop into a real homey kind of 
a place. But in a city with live com¬ 
munity spirit, these money makers 
And that it pays to conform to a high¬ 
er standard. They learn that the av¬ 
erage run of people take pride in their 
community and want it made attrac¬ 
tive an beautiful. They realize that 
unless their developments are in keep¬ 
ing with the standards desired, their 
enterprises will get in bad. They find 
that if they put up ugly houses, peo¬ 
ple are slow to buy or rent them, and 
if they erect unattractive stores in 
unsuitable places, people may not pat 
ronize them. It is a pleasure to be 
able to say that on the whole excellent 
standards of taste have prevailed in 
the development of Vulcan. As a 
'N^hole we have a town to be proud of, 
yet there is always room for improve¬ 
ment, and still higher standars. 

AMERICA WHEAT TARIFF 


THE SABBATH SCHOOL 


The tariff on wheat is directed al¬ 
most solely against wheat from Can¬ 
ada. It amounts to 42 cents a bushel. 
It costs eight cents to ship a bushei 
of wheat from Winnipeg to Minneap¬ 
olis. The price in Minneapolis is not 
50 cents a bushel higher than in Win¬ 
nipeg. It is sometimes a Little higher, 
and sometimes a few cents lower. But 
while the tariff doe? not protect or 
benefit thd American farmer, it does 
injuure the Canadian farmer. There 
is a market in the United States for 
millions of bushels of our t>est wheat 
which American mills would buy to 
improve their flour product. Without 
depressing American prices, this de¬ 
mand would increase Canadian prices 
for top grades. 


Red Indians are increasing in num¬ 
ber in Canada. In the three provinces 
of Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Al¬ 
berta there is now an estimated In¬ 
dian population of 36,000. 


Today the Sunday school contends 
with competition undreamed of in old¬ 
en times. Indifference to church and 
religion, the so-called waning power 
of parental authority, the automobile 
and Sunday trip, popularization of 
the vacation, the hot weather exodus 
from city and town, and the gradual 
breakdown of old traditions of Sun¬ 
day observance. Inroads upon attend¬ 
ance from these causes are most mark 
ed during the period of hot weather, 
the best evidence of which is the high 
tide of attendance which annually be¬ 
gins to flow about this time of year, 
not to recede again until the return of 
summer. Roll calls in the Sunday 
schools on these October Sundays 
show that the period of desultory at¬ 
tendance is at an end. Teachers and 
students are pouring back into the 
Sunday school classes eager for the 
opportunity to teach and leawi. These 
seasonal fluctuations in attendance 
and interest cause ministerial and lay 
workers to inquire whether the fault 
all lies with factors outside the Sun¬ 
day schools. Some are asking if the 
schools are dqing all within their pow 
er to counteract these destructive ele¬ 
ments. Is the Sunday school keeping 
pace with human progress ? Is it 
working with modern equipment? 
Has it developed as rapidly and intel¬ 
ligently as the public schools? These 
are some of the questions being an¬ 
swered, and which must t>e answered 
before summer attendance again ap¬ 
proximates that of the period from 
late fall to early spring. Those men 
and women upon whom rests the re¬ 
sponsibility of imparting to Ameri¬ 
cans both young and old a knowledge 
of religious teachings and literature 
will solve this modem problem, 
though the task before them may not 
be less formidable than that approach 
ed by those who laid the foundation 
stones for this vast system of Sunday 
schools.

Association recently Mr. Geo. B. Van 
Blairicom, editor of the ‘ 'Canadian 
Lumberman,” handed out the follow¬ 
ing advice in a speech entitled “Your 
Town and You.”'

Keep your sidewalks in good con¬ 
dition.

Buying in other towns that which 
you can buy as well in your own, 
makes your town that much poorer. 

Don't talk your town down to 
strangers. 

If you are rich, invest in some¬ 
thing; employ somebody. 

If a project to improve the town 
comes up, don’t hoot—investigate. 

Don’t let your personal antipathies 
get away with your business judge¬ 
ment 

Follow the men who have the vlra 
and energy to go ahead—and “saw 
wood.” 

Be courteous to strangers who 
come among you so they will go away 
with a good impression of your town. 

If you don’t like your home town 
well enough to speak well of it, get 
out of It and make room for better 
men. 

Always cheer on the man who goes 
for improvements. Your portion of 
the cost will be nothing but that which 
is right 

Do not kick at any proposed im¬ 
provement because they are not at 
your door, or for fear that your tax 
will be raised fifty cents. 

Don’t be afraid to stick your hand 
down in your pocket for money to 
help a public enterprise. You owe 
something to the community for being 
so" kind as to patronize you. •" 

Don’t! Don’t!! Don’t for Heav¬ 
en’s sake, don’t think YOUR ideas 
are the only correct ones as to what 
Improvements are needed, and how 
they should be obtained. 

A town whose citizens have no pub¬ 
lic spirit or civic pride is on the way 
to the cemetery. The citizen who will 
do nothing to boost his town is help¬ 
ing to dig its grave. 

The citizen who growls about his 
town being the "worst ever” is assist¬ 
ing in its burial. 

The business man who will not ad¬ 
vertise is driving the hearse.

IMPORTANCE OF GOOD ROADS 


GRAIN TRUCKS 


A drive in almost any direction just 
now will impress one with the radical 
change taken place within the last 
year in the manner of delivering 
grains to the elevators. Auto trucks 
have practically taken the place of the 
grain wagons and can be seen on all 
roads racing their way back and forth 
to the fields nd points of delivery. The 
wagon way seems to be almost dis¬ 
carded, except for the small operator, 
and they are noticed few and far 
between on the grain highways. 
This chaAge has Peen practically 
evolved in the short time of one year. 
Last year there were few auto trucks 
to be seen in the grain hauling busi¬ 
ness, and the method has not only 
been adopted locally but is very gen¬ 
eral in this southern part of Alberta. 
The adoption of the auto truck re-’ 
fleets the prosperity of the country 
and the appreciation by the grain 
growers of the modern methods of 
business in the conduct of their affairs 
The number of trips to the elevators | 
with auto trucks as compared with 
the grain wagon is as 6 to 1, and in 
this country where speed is a large j 
and appreciable factor on account of! 
weather conditions, the new method j 
of getting the grain to market and in j 
the elevators is In keeping with thei 
general trend of business efficiency of 
the present day. Farming is not to¬ 
day a pastime but is a business and j 
susceptable of the best of business 
methods. 


In an address to the Canadian Good 
Roads Association a few days ago, R. 
A. C. Henry, director of the bureau of 
economics of the Canadian National 
Railway, cited statistics to show that 
Canada’s investment in main high¬ 
ways and highway vehicles was about 
$2,300,000,000, as compared with 
$3,000,000,000 for the railways. He 
pointed out that the highways had 
partly supplanted the railways as 
links between the provinces and said 
that the latter were coming to recog¬ 
nize motor transport not as a rival, 
but as an ally in effecting economies 
that would enable Canada to compete 
in the world markets. Naturally good 
roads were the theme of many of the 
addresses delivered at the convention. 
Every speaker reported progress in 
the construction of up-to-date high¬ 
ways in his province. Facts were pre¬ 
sented to show that good roads en¬ 
hance the value of land and promote 
settlement as well as general prosper¬ 
ity. They are revolutionizing condi¬ 
tions on the farm by increasing easy 
access to markets and, for the same 
reason, advancing trade and industry 
in towns and cities. An eloquent tri¬ 
bute to the worth of good roads was 

$ " iced by the Lieut.-Governor of On- 
rio. “We cannot all be builders of 
rpads,’’ jie declared, “but we are all 
Users of roads and we all benefit by 
them. The open roa<f is 1 a symbol of 
freedom, of fraternity and of equal¬ 
ity. With all the travel by rail or by 
sea, the highway is still man’s chief 
means of going up and down the 
earth. Good roads have taken the 
loneliness out of the life of the far¬ 
mer and have brought country joys 
to city dwellers. They are helping to 
produce national unity and interna¬ 
tional friendship and tolerance.”

THE HOCKEY WHITEWASH 

The decision of the delegates to the 
Alberta Branch of the Amateur Ath¬ 
letic Union, held in Edmonton last 
Saturday, the 16th inst., to allow the 
submissions of appeals for reinstate¬ 
ment of players who have been barred 
from amateurism on account of their 
participation with and against profes¬ 
sionals, but have not received money 
for their services, may be a just and 
sportsmanlike procedure which we are 
inclined to favor, for the good of the 
game. The lateness of such decision, 
however, wrought a financial hardship 
to the tune of about $1200.00 to the 
baseball association of High River 
during the past season, because of 
their strict enforcement of the ama¬ 
teur regulations whereby four of our 
good local ball players, regular mem¬ 
bers of our hockey composition, were 
held out of the game in order to pro¬ 
tect their amateur standing. Four 
paid players for the ball team had to 
be engaged to take their place with 
the consequent above mentioned loss. 
The deplorable aspect of this is that 
the leading officials of the provincial 
hockey association were profuse and 
determined in their warnings to ama¬ 
teur hockey players that their cards 
would be annulled if they broke the 
amateur regulations irr this regard, 
while today they are the most ardent 
supporters of the "whitewash” idea, 


and are carrying the plan to the Do¬ 
minion Association for approval and 
favorable action. A radical change of 
mind which, if adopted early in the 
spring, would have allowed our play¬ 
ers the equal chance for re-instate- 
ment and would have saved our base¬ 
ball association about $1200.00. High 
River is not the only town to have 
suffered financially on account of this 
change of heart and descriminatory 
application of amateur legislation, 
which, in fact, makes no new regula¬ 
tions gs to the future requirements of 
the amateur status of players, but 
leaves the conditions open to fracture 
as heretofore, with the prevailing 
thought and opinion that the strict in¬ 
terpretations of the amateur regula¬ 
tions will never be enforced.

FINE FUEL POLICY 

The Conservative* at Winnipeg; in 
Convention Adopted the Following 
Fuel Policy 

Advocating a national fuel policy at 
the Conservative convention in Win¬ 
nipeg, A.A. McGillivray, K.C., Alberta! 
Conservative leader, said that Canada i 
was spending 3115,000,000 a year on! 
imported coal when Alberta alone had 
14 per cent of coal resources of the 
world. Because of the great interest 
in Alberta in this question, we are 
giving a full account of Mr. McGilliv- 
ray’s remarks. 

Mr. McGillivray moved a resolution 
asking that “parliament instruct the 
railway commission to fix a fair rate 
as between the carriers, the industry 
and consumer, and to determine in ad¬ 
dition a rate which will enable the 
coal to compete with imported coal; 
and that the deficit, if any, be recog¬ 
nized as a national burden to be borne 
by the Dominion as a whole.’’ Can¬ 
ada, said the speaker, spent about 
$116,000,000 a year on imported coal. 
Alberta had 67 per cent of Canada’s 
aoal resources and 14 per cent of the 
coal resources of the world. Imple¬ 
menting of a national coal policy 
would employ 100,000 more workmen 
in Alberta and the maritimes, who 
with their families would be import¬ 
ant consumers of Canadian goods. 
Trade channels of the Dominion 
should flow east and west, said Mr. 
McGillivray, to preserve) the identity 
of the Canadian people., The average 
) Canadian, man and woman, he believ¬ 
ed, favored a reasonable tariff for the 
benefit of Canadian industry to meet 
foreign competition. The resolution 
carried unanimously. 

COAL RESERVES 

Computed by John A. Allan to Total 
327,663,360,000 Metric Tons 

The colossal wealth of Alberta’s 
I coal resources was forcibly dealt with 
! by John A. Allan recently. The total 
| coal resources of Alberta, computed 
i on the basis of the Kootenay, Belly 
| River and Edmonton formations, has 
j been given at 1,072,400,000 metric 
| tons, and this figure has been used 
frequently to represent the available 
coal supply of Alberta. Mr. Allan 
has fade an estimate of the actual and 
probable coal reserve that might be 
regarded as an asset to Alberta. This 
estimate was based on data available 
last year on the actual nd probable 
coal lands in each of the coal areas to 
a depth of 1,000 feet, and on seams 
more than two feet in thickness. As 
a result of this work the total coaf re¬ 
serve of Alberta was estimated at 
327,663,360,000 metric tons or more 
than formerly considered. The report 
also shows that the coal actually avail 
able for use in the province, with on¬ 
ly 50 per cent, of this amount consid¬ 
ered recoverable, totals about 30 
times more than the amount of coal 
formerly considered available and un- 1 
available.

MIRACLE WHEAT 

Dominion Cereaiist at Ottawa Issues 
Warning Through Press Regarding 
this so called ‘‘Miracle Wheat’’ 

There has appeared recently in a 
number of leading agricultural papers 
an article entitled "King Tut’s Wheat 
Grown in i/»e IV- si I nc article re¬ 
fers to certain results ibtait.c I by a 
Soldier Settler living ne ir Edmonton, 
Alta., and gives the impression that 
the wheat in question was discovered 
in 1922 in the tomb of King Tut-ank'n- 
amen. As a matter of fact the records 
' show that this wheat was known as 
far back as 1840 when one enterpris¬ 
ing , gentleman offered heads at $6 
each. The above variety belongs to 
the Poulard subspecies of Wheat being 
•somewhat intermediate between the 
common and durum wheats. It has 
numerous aliases, the most common 
of which are Egyptian, Eldorado, 
Many headed, Miracle, Mummy, Sev¬ 
en headed and Alaska. It has always 
been easy to interest people in this 
wheat owing to its branched head. If 
an unbranched head will yield so 
much more! While head for head 
this may be true, yet experiments 
have not shown that it holds good 
acre for acre. This wheat was' prob¬ 
ably introduced into North America 
from Europe or Egypt in Colonial 
days. It was received by the Phila¬ 
delphia Society for promoting agricul¬ 
ture in 1807, since which time it has 
appeared periodically under one name 
or another. In 1908 the United States 
Department of Agriculture began an 
extensive investigation of this wheat, 
which investigation continued for sev¬ 
eral years. In the meantime it has 
been tried by farmers all over the 
United States but it is not now grown 
anywhere as a commercial crop. The 
fact that it has never become estab¬ 
lished in spite of the remarkable ad¬ 
vertising it has received is a good in¬ 
dication of its inferiority. Promoters, 
however, ressurect it periodically and, 
owing to its striking and unusual ap¬ 
pearance, manage to sell it to the un¬ 
suspecting farmer at exorbitant pri¬ 
ces. 

The essential facts concerning 
Alaska wheat have been summed up 
very nicely in a bulletin published by 
the United States Department of Ag¬ 
riculture—Bulletin No. 357, 1916, 

P.27—at the conclusion of extensive 
tests conducted at many points in the 
U.S., as follows:- 

(1) That it has been used in this 
country very often as a means of 
deceiving people and very seldom, 
as a farm crop; 

(2) that it has failed to produce even] 
fair yields when tried in many parts 
of the country, and has never been 
known to produce extraordinary 
yields. 

(3) that it is not a good milling 
wheat; 

(4) that the branched head is not a 

' sign of superior yielding' power. ' 


AERO CLUBS IN CANADA 

Captain Cowey, Controller of civil 
aviation, Ottawa, has returned East 
after a tour of Western Canada. 
Several Aero Clubs have been farmed, 
in various pities and at Saskatoon, the 
membership is 300. Capt. Cowley out 
lined the federal government’s posi¬ 
tion in relation to civil aviation. He 
said that in order to receive govern¬ 
ment aid it would be first necessary 
for the club to have 30 members. Ten 
cf these would have to be pilots. In' 
addition to the members the club | 
would be bound to have one instructor! 
and one air engineer. When these, 
conditions had been fulfilled the gov¬ 
ernment would supply two British ' 
made De Haviland D. H. moth planes.

Hydro electric power is becoming 
popular pmong those farmers who are 
fortunate enough to be situate along! 
the line of the Calgary Power Com-!

ready over 160 farmers along this line 
and the Vulcan to Taber line, are 
connected. Mr. Larsen of near Aliler- 
syde, is using hydro for. everything 
possible on his place and he considers 
it the cheapest, most convenient and 
most efficient power he canruse. Gen¬ 
erally speaking the power should cost 
farmers not more" than 50 percent 
higher than hydro costs the farmers’ 
of Ontario where the great power I 
scheme radiating from Majara Kills 
has revolutionized rural life audear- 
ried city comforts to the farih. The 
cheap costs will permit of the use of 
electricity for pumping, chopping, 
washing, and other work on the farm 
and give numerous comforts that have 
been denied country residents. Hydro 
is a.lso doing wonders to brighten up 
the towns and villages that dal not! 
have electricity up to the coming in 
of the Calgary Power Co. Small vil- j 
lages that did not possess electrical 
energy are now brilliantly ligleted at I 
night and.this is a great comfort titj 
tourists as also to residents. We 
learn that about 40 percent of the 
[ grain elevators are now using hydro. 

VALUE OF FUR RESOURCES 

There are thousands of trappers in 
Canada and all of them are engaged 
at one time or another during the win? 
ter season in taking the pelts of wild 
fur-bearers. There is hardly a farm, 
village or a town in Canada that has 
not got its trapper or fur trader. Mil¬ 
lions of dollars are distributed each 
year among these persons as a result 
of the disposal of Canada’s annual 
raw fur catch. Last year it had a 
value of $15,072,244. A very consid¬ 
erable increase in the yearly value 
would be made possible were proper 
methods of pelt handling more widely- 
known. Too many trappers think 
that once they have taken a skin noth 
ing else remains to be done. Ama¬ 
teur and farmer trappers which form 
more than half of the trapping fra¬ 
ternity are the chief losers through 
this lack of knowledge in the handling 
of raw pelts, as poorly prepared pelts 
bring much lower prices than those 
which have been properly prepared. 
Leading fur authorities have stressed 
the fact that in many cases up to one 
half of the pelts coming to the raw 
fur markets fall into the unprofitable 
class and that every year there is a 
tremendous loss.,in pelt values that 
could be prevented. The loss, howev¬ 
er, is not confined to the careless trap 
pers, but affects the whole fur indus¬ 
try and lowers the value of both the 
raw and finished-product. 

With a view to improving this con¬ 
dition and piaking possible a wider 
knowledge of the essentials necessary 
to the roper skinning, stretching and 
drying of raw pelts, a monograph on-1 
titled ““The Preparation of Pelts for | 
the Market’? has been prepared by the 
Department^ of the Interior. This 
monograph will be sent free of charge I 
on request to the Director, Natural 
Resources Intelligence Service, De¬ 
partment of the Interior, Ottawa, 
Canada. 

TAKE FIRE C AUTION 

Fire preVentionV't'ek is due again. 
Its object is to bring to the attention 
of the people of the nation necessity 
for precauions against fire hazards. 
In the rural districts and in small ur¬ 
ban centres there are not the same 
.dangers from the fire fiend that exist 
in large cities, but it none the less be¬ 
hoves the isolated farmer and the 
town dweller in a secluded location to 
look to the elimination of possible 
sources of fire on his premises. On , 
farms lightning is much feared and 
severe electric storms always make 
the farmer nervous. Once the season 
of these disturbances passes he feels 
comparatively safe notwithstanding 
the fact that newspapers frequently 
carry stories of rural dwellers being 
away from home when their homes 
took fire from some mysterious cause 
and were burned to the ground with a 
total loss of everything contained in 
them. It is seldom that fires break I 
out in houses built in the last two de¬ 
cades. Most of these homes are of 
substantial construction and all es¬ 
capes for smoke are substantially! 
built, some of them being lined with 
glazed tile and others being built of 
concrete. In towns anjl villages there j 
are to be found very good fire profec -1 
tion systems. In the country, how¬ 
ever, the dweller was utterly at the I 
mercy of the fire fiend once it got a 
grip on his property till the invention 
of the chemical fire extinguisher. Not 
many houses are to be found in the 
rural districts today not equipped with 
one of these extinguishers. They are 
also to be found in homes in towns 
and villages and it would be nothing 
more than good common sense if ev¬ 
ery home in the land were required to 
have a live chemical fire extinguisher 
in a convenient place. Now that fire 
prevention-week is coming round it is 
a good time to look over the metal tube 
that has been standing in the same 
place for possibly a couple of years. 
Are the chemicals in it alive and wiil 
they act quickly and efficiently if the 
tube were inverted? It costs only 20c , 
to get the extinguisher recharged and " 
it might be the best part of wisdom 
to have this done without further de- 1 
lay. The stove pipes might all be ex- < 
amined before winter fires are set go- * 
ing, the chimneys might well be clear- ( 
ed out and all opening in floors, wall. ( 
and ceilings through which stovp ' 
pipea pass might well be .thoroughly 
examined and any dust or inflamma- t 
ble articles that have lodged there re- s 
moved. Guard against fire in every 
way possible. 1

Sugar beet harvesting has begun at

1 wo lads at New Toronto were fined

An interesting legal, action is likely 
to be launched in Toronto. The build¬ 
ers whose carpenters struck a few 
days ago are holding these carpenters 
responsible for losses incurred and are 
going to prosecute the carpenters in 
THU courts, claiming that the strike 
was illegal. 

E. W. Beatty, President of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, has announced 
in a telegram to H. R. Silver, Presi¬ 
dent of tlie Lord Nelson Hotel Co., 
that the company had decided to sub¬ 
scribe to the extent of $350,000 in fin 
ancing the hotel at Halifax. Accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Silver, this assures immed¬ 
iate construction of a modern fire¬ 
proof hostel to cost about $1,250,000. 

One of the biggest ranch deals of 
the year was recently concluded when 
the Deer Creek Cattle Co. lease, south 
of Foremost and lying along Deer 
Creek, was sold to the Milk River Cat 
tie Co. The Deer Creek Ranch in¬ 
cludes about 1,500 acres of deed land 
and about lo,000 acres of lease land, 
and is considered one of the finest 
ranches of the country, noted for its 
alfalfa. 

Establishing a now hi^h record in 
the history of the system, toll busi¬ 
ness over Alberta telephone lines dur¬ 
ing the month of September, 1927, 
amounted to $120,465.30, being an in¬ 
crease of over $31,000.00 as compared 
with the corresponding month in 1926. 
A total of 428 stations were added to 
tlie system in the month, 247 of these 
being in towns and cities and 181 on 
rural lines. 

Threshing is in full swing as a re¬ 
sult of the prevailing drying weather 
of the past week and a stream of fast 
travelling auto grain trucks were 
coming and going depositing the gold¬ 
en grain in the big elevators here. 
With the advent of the truck Blackie 
will receive a greater amount of grain 
than in previous years. A mile or 
two means nothing to the truck and 
farmers who have been in the habit 
of hauling all their grain to market 
by team and wagon are now using 
power. Some wonderful yields are 
being reported of which we will make 
mention in future issues. Wheat is 
improving in grade and men are verv 
scarce in this district. 

It has been found necessary by the 
Department of Agriculture, to cancel 
arrangements made to hold Boys’ and 
Girls’ Swine Club shows in Calgary 
and Edmonton during the coming fali, 
owing t^ the recent outbreak of in¬ 
fantile paralysis at a number of 
Points in the province and the conse¬ 
quent unwillingness of parents to al¬ 
low their children to travel far from 
home. The pigs fed by Club members 
in various districts will be marketed as 
they are ready under the direction of 
local club supervisors, and the carlot 
prizes will be awarded as previously 
arranged, but other features of the 
shows, including judging competitions 
for the railway trophies and the trip 
of the winniijg teams to Toronto, 
must unfortunately be abandoned this 
season.
